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Montgomery County police 
said -yesterday they have few 
cluea in their investigation of 
the burglary of the Potomac 
home of Edward Bennett Wil" 
liams, Washington lawyer and 
president of the Washington 
Redskins football team, whose 
house was ransacked during 
the game on Sunday. 

Detectives handling the case 
saicf last night they had lo- 
cated some fingerprints but 
had £no suspects in the case 
and have made no arrests. 

Williams said Sunday night 
that^iis briefcase and legal pa- 
peri-kept at his home had 
beetf stolen, along with some 
valuable pieces of his wife’s 
jewelry. He said the burglary 
too£ place sometime between* 
11 ajm. and 6 p.m. while no 
one was at the home. 

l^lliams is a partner in the 
lawiirm of Williams, Connolly 
& Cdlifano, which is handling 
some lawsuits stemming from 
the Watergate break-in. In ad- 
dition, Williams is represent- 
ing Robert Vesco, the interna- 
tional financier indicted with 
forrijer Attorney General John 
N. Mitchell and former Com- 
merce Secretary Maurice 
Starjs in a case involving cam- 
paign contributions. 

Oj Sunday, Williams de- 
scribed ihe legal materials 
keptat his home as “sensitive,” 
but Jaid he was not sure what 
hadijeen taken. His office sec- 
retly said yesterday Williams 
woidd not comment further on 
the burglary.
